To Stage Parade. 


NEW YORK, April 25— (INJS.)— 


Harlem, fcew York's negro district, 
was the scene of a communistic ri- 
ot late today. 
The comunists — 40 of them — 
came to blows with twenty uni- 
formed policemen and detectives at 
the start of what was to have been 
a parade. 
Using their night sticks, the police 
dispersed the demonstrators. Ban- 
ners reading "down with lynch law" 
and "Smash boss terror'' were torn 
in the melee that ensued. 
Half a dozen men were knocked 
down. Several women were also 
roughly treatd. 
The police declared the commun- 
ists attempted to parade without a 
permit. The occasion for the demon- 
stration was he impending electro- 
cution of nine negro boys convicted 
at Scottsboro, Ala , of attacking tn o 
white girls.

Quick Action Necessary 
To Prevent Possibility 


Of Gas Tax Evasion. 


Western Farmers Plan 


Suit in Effort to 


Gain Exemption. 


rate of Nebraska's road building 


piogram appeared Saturday to de- 
pend on whether members of the 
state legislature this week would 
put their desire for special privi- 
leges for certain of their consti- 
tuencies or the state's road devel- 
opment work first. 


Discussion of gasoline tax exemp- 
tion and an effort to add a new gas 
tax law which would prevent a new 
method of escaping payment of the 
tax will occupy the state senate as 
soon as it goes into committee of 
the whole Monday. 


If the senate approves the new 
gas tax measure, drawn by Attor- 
ney Qeners' Snrpn^pn and offered 
bjKSenatbr Bowring as an amend- 
ment to the gas exemption bill, S. 
F. 62. and kills the exemption fea- 
ture, the first step will have been 
taken toward protecting the state's 
gasoline tax and with it the high- 
way program which m the last two 
years has "given the state a sample 
of what a well co-ordinated hard- 
surfaced highway program can mean 
to Nebraska. 
Quick action by the house and 
approval 
by the governor would 
then be necessary adequately to pro- 
tect Nebraska'from what threatens 
to be a serious invasion of Its gaso- 
line tax income 
Unless exemption is granted, the 
state can expect a test case, insti- 
tuted on behalf of members of the 
Nebraska Farm Bureau federation, 
Paul F. Good, attorney for the fed- 
eration, indicated Saturday,-in an 
attempt to help western Nebraska 
farmers avoid payment of-the tax 
on gasoline for use in large scale 
machine farming. 
Three Possibilities. 


- Here are summarized briefly the 
possibilities as Mr. Good sees them: 
' 1. If the legislature fails to pass 
either the Bowring-Sorensen gaso- 
line "use" tax or gas exemption: 
; A group of farmers would order 
a car of gasoline delivered to them 
from another state and would file 
an Injunction to prevent the state 
lireasurer collecting the state's 4 
c"ent tax on the car of gas or the 
attorney general enforcing collec- 
tion of the tax on the theor- that 
such a tax would be a violation of 
the "original package" theory in 
interstate commerce. 
; 2. If the legislature passes the 
gas exemption alone or passes both 
it and the Bowring-Sorensen gaso- 
line "use" tax: 
• There would be no action by the 
Nebraska Farm Bureau federation, 
it having attained its objective. 
There would, however, be a serious 
reduction in the amount of income 
ifrom the gasoline tax resulting from 
refunds based on the exemptions. 
- 3. If the legislature passes the 
gasoline "use" tax and.fails to pass 
the exemptions: 
• Suit would be filed on behalf of 
farmers attacking the constitution- 
ality of the "use" tax us being a 
property tax instead of an excise 
tax and hence void since other com- 
modities are not taxed at a similar 
, rate. By this method, the farmers 
would seek an injunction to prevent 
collection of the sales tax on "orig- 
inal package'' purchase of gas in. 
interstate 
commerce and of the 
"use" tax as unconstitutional. 
1 
State Might Lose Case? 


J While Mr. Good is only inter- 
ested in the case as it affects the 
firm bureau federation which he 
represents. Attorney General Soren- 
sen painted a vivid picture Satur- 
day of what would result if no 
change is made in the present law 
and the federation should success- 
fully attack the present tax as ap- 
plied to "original package'1 pur- 
chases. 
.The attorney general is not con- 
vinced that the present law would 
not stand but he acknowledges 
that it would be a difficult case 
for the state to defend, with sim- 
ilar cases in other states indicating 
that the farm bureau federation 
would be likely to succeed. 
He believes, however, that through 


the medium of the gasoline "use" 
tax, as an addition to the present 
sales tax but not to apply to gaso- 
line where the tax has already 
been collected on the sale, an ef- 
fective protection has ben devised 
to the state's highway income. 
The method Attorney General 
Sorensen suggests is based on ex- 
perience of New Mexico. 
Weakness In Law Apparent 
The necessity of adopting the 
"use'1 tax provision was ob* lous 
Saturdav. now that this weakness 
hi the "present Nebraska law has 
been made apparent. Unless such a 
provision is adopted, there is noth- 
ing to prevent, not only farmers, 
but the railroads, large industrial 
and mercantile concerns, and truck 
and bus operations from purchas- 
ing gasoline in carloads not for re- 
sale and thus escape payment of 
the tax if tae courts sustain the 
-original package" thcory- 
Thb danger holds, whether gaso- 
line exemption is adopted or not. 
In fact, it was pointed out Satur- 
day by jrood roads leaders that 
c-.cn ii exemption were approved. 
if the new "use" tax Is not al- 
lowed, certain purchasers of gaso- 
line would be able to avoid pay- 
ment of the tax even on qasollne 
used entirely on the highways. 
Thls would apply principally to 
3nrc? scale bus Mid truck operator 
and sc-mc mercantile establishments 
operaiinc fleets of trucks. 
The matter is made more serious

COUZENS FAVORS 
OLD GIFT TAXES 


Urges Restoration of Levy 


To Meet U. S. Treas- 


ury Deficit. 


Believes Something Will 


Have to Be Done at 


Next Session. 


WASHINGTON, Apnl 25—(UP) 


—Senator James Couzens, republi- 
can, Michigan, the senate's richest 
member and probably its 1 argest 
taxpayer, today announced he wSs 
unequivocally in favor of restora- 
tion of the gift tax and the 1924 
surtaxes as a means of meeting the 
treasury deficit. 
In so doing the senator aligned 


himself, as he frequently has in the 
past, with such outstanding senate 
progressives as George Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, and "William E. 
Borah, republican, Idaho. 
In making known his stand on 
taxation, Couzens referred casually 
to repeated statements by President 
Hoover that congress must cut down 
on apprpnations in order to avoid 
a further and continued treasury 
deficit. 


Where To Get the Money? 


Couzens, a member of the senate 


finance 
committee.' spoke of the 
three-quarters of a billion dollars 
voted for federal construction. 


"Everybody urged congress 
to 
hurry through the appropriations," 
he said. 
"Everybody benefitted— 
contractors, cement manufacturers, 
and others all along the line. They 
wrcte us urging haste in the pass- 
age of the appropriations. 
"Where did they expect us to get 
the money? Nobody came along 
then and said, 'Don't appropriate 
these funds.' 


"Now 
\ve have some bills to pay 


and nobody wants to pay them. It 
seems to me we will have to do 
something in the next congress." 


Couzens. who on several occasions 
has had altercations with the treas- 
ury department, recalled that in 
1924 Treasury Secretary Andrew W. 
Mellon urged gift tax be rescinded, 
saying it w as only intended to cover 
up a loophole and that reasonable 
tax legislation, which did not en- 
courage exasion. would be a more 
satisfactory 
method of remedying 
the situation 


Couzens suggested that instead of 
having a flat rate of gift taxation it 
be put on a sliding scale. 


"Why 
should-a man worth. S500,- 


000.000 be able to transfer his entire 
estate to his son without paying 
the federal government a cent in 
taxes, while a man woth $100,000,000 
pays $20.000.000 in taxes?"'

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STOCK VALUES 


STILL DROPPING 


Persistent Weakness 
Marks Trading During 


The Past Week. 


All Previous Resistance 


• Levels for Year Are 


Broken Through.

NEW YORK, April 25—(IN.S) — 


Persistent weakness in the security 
markets marked 
the trading in 


Wall street during the past week. 


As measured by the 
Standard 
Statistics index of ninety composite 
stocks, the net loss in the market 
for 
the 
week amounted 
to 
7V4 


points while the decline in the 
averages 
of 
the 
twenty utility 


stocks in the compilation ran up 
close to 12 points. All previous re- 
sistance levels for the year were 
broken through, w^th the rails fall- 
ing to a new bear market low, 
while the composite :Aerage stands 
but 4 points 2above the bottoms 
established last December. 
Special groups of stocks were 


acutely weak, notably the amuse- 
ments and rubber shares. The de- 
cline in the former group had been 
in progress for some time,, with 
Fox, Warner and Paramount break- 
ing to the lowest levels in their 
history, while the low point of 
General Theaters Equipment, af- 
filiated with the insolvent rynchon 
& Co. interests, was quoted on 
Saturday at 25 per cent of its high 
fcr the year. 
The tire and rubber group, -whicli 


has been in speculative disfavor 
for many months, broke wide open 
on Saturday, with Goodyear, Good- 
rich, and Continental Shares, an 
investment trust for these com- 
panies, in the van of the retreat. 
Pivotal stock leaders, such as IT. 
S. 
Steel, 
General 
Electric 
and 


Westinghouse, have reflected the 
lack of banking support, and their 
slump to record lows for the bear 
market period has been a particu- 
larly unsettling factor to the ^ar- 
ket as a whole. 
Steel Production Declines. 


Steel production has shown a de- 


cline for the fourth consecutive 
week, with the average for tha in- 
dustry now down to 49 per cent of 
capacity as compared with 51 per 
cent in the preceding week. Opera- 
tions in the industry are now back 
approximately to the last half of 
1930, 
erasing 
the 
improvement 


•which had taken place during the 
first quarter. Price weakness con- 
tinues in sheets. 
The commoditv price decline con- 


tinues, with another drop tn the past 
•week shown in the Annalist Index 
of Wholesale Prices which has fallen 
to 1056, a loss of 09 points from 
last week's figure. Six of the eight 
commodity groups have declined, in- 
cluding farm products, food prod- 
ucts, textiles, metals, building ma- 
terials and miscellaneous. Chemicals 
are unchanged, while the fuels group 
shows a slight increase. 
A rather disconcerting item in the 
latest record of industrial activity 
is the failure of building construc- 
tion to maintain its upward trend 
The first half of April showed a de- 
cline from the March daily average 
of 9 per cent, in place of a normal 
seasonal gain of close to 11 per cent. 
This contrasts with building activ- 
ity in February and March, ^which 
•were 'greater than the usual sea- 
sonal expectations . 
Loadings Show a -Gain. 


Freight loadings show up in a 


somewhat better light, with the re- 
port for the week ended April 11 
showing an increase of 9.423 cars 
o\er the previous week, although a 
decline of 173,382 cars from the same 
period of a year ago. 
Electric power production has not 


been holding up in the manner ex- 
pected. For the week ended April 18. 
production dropped off 4.C per cent 
from the like week in 1930. whereas 
in the week ended April 14, the de- 
crease from 1930 was only 3.1 per 
cent. 


Automobile production appears to 
be expanding very moderately, re- 
ports of last 
week's operations 


showing a total of practically 76,000 
units in contrast with 73,500 in the 
preceding week.

The University of Nebraska today 


mourned the death of Dr Herbert 
H Wa-te. chairman or the depart- 
ment of bacteriology and pathology, 
and Professor Emeritus Grove fc 
Baibcr. retired instructor of ancient 
languages The tv.o beloved mem- 
bers of the faculty died uithm three 
hour; of each other Saturday 


Dr Waite was stricken by a heart 


attack at 10 30 a. m at his home 
Three hours later, Professor Barber 
difd at a local hospital after a 
prolcnged illness Dr. Waite was 6J 
years old and Prof Barber 88 
Each of these men had served 


well in their chosen professions as 
•tta-s attnsted Satuiday evening by 
Chancellor E A Burnett.. Chancel- 
lor Emeritus Samuel A\ery and Dr. 
Laurence Fosler, professor of Ger- 
manic languages 
Burnett Lauds \\aite. 


In a statement issued from the ad- 


ministrative ofices Chancellor Bur- 
nett said concerning Dr Waite, 
"Our 
hearts are saddened today oy 


the passing of a distinguished mem- 
bei of our faculty Dr. Waite was a 
distinguished and p a i n s t a k i n g 
teacher and a gentleman of the 
highest type. His chief interest was 
in the promotion of public i health 
t h r o u g h public education ana 
thiough 
the elimination of ^the 


sources of contamination the iOoa 
and -water supply 
.. 
"Dr Waite was a man who wm 


be difficult to replace in our univer- 
sity circles and one greatly beloved 


Concerning the passing of Pro- 


fessor Barber Chancellor Emeritus 
Avery said, 'It is with keen regret 
that I hear of the death of Profes- 
sor Barber, one of r.iy oldest friends 
'He was one of the few survivors 


of the pioneer days of the university 
He Tsas a fine Latin scholar, a 
sDlendid personality a good influence 
on the students, a builder of the 
church and of comunity. He accom- 
plished much in the early, struggl- 
ing pioneer trials of the university 
and uas a splendid ornament when 
it Became strong and prosperous" 


"As an old colleague and friend 


of Professoi Baiber," Professor Fos- 
sler said, 'who has left us, I feel 
that I can say with the utmost sin- 
cerity that he was an honored and 
beloved fellow-worker in our highest 
educational institution 
"He was at all times ready to 


stand for sound principles and prac- 
tice on the training of the youth of 
the state He was a man of honor 
and unflinching integrity, a man 
of high ideals, beloved by his asso- 
ciates and his students 
"He thoroughly belied in the 


value and worth of the teaching 
calling and particulaily 
m the 


worthAhileness of the subject with 
which he was most familiar, the 
Latin. The university has had man} 
efficient and devoted teachers and 
Professor Barber ranks among the 
best of them " Among the outstand- 
ing achievements of these two pro- 
fessors were the introduction of the 
accredited school system of the state 
in which Prof Barber played a laige 
part and the publication of a book, 
"Disease Prevention" of which Dr. 
Waite was the author. 


Each of these men had done out- 


standing work in their own depart- 
ments. Prof. Barber was the author . 
of several Latin texts and theses on 
the history and development of the 
ancient languages. Dr. Waite was 
especially active in disease preven- 
tion work and was instrumental in 
acquiring sanitary conditions for 
city of Lincoln 


Waite Services Monday. 


} Professor Barber came to the uni- 
versity of Nebraska on July 1. 1882, 
as professor of Latin, a position he 
held until his retirement in 1919 
In 1895 he was professor of Latin 
language and literature and in 
1903 


professor of Roman history and lit- 
erature. 


He was chairman of the jury of 


awards, department of education 
and social economy at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition, a member of the 
American Philological inst 11 u t e, 
president of the Nebraska Art asso- 
ciation and a. past commander of 
the G. A. R He was also a mem- 
ber of the Christian church 


Dr. Waite joined the staff of the 
university in February. 1902 He 
was made chairman of "the bacteri- 
ology and pathology department in. 
1913 
He was a major in the medical 


reserve corps from 1918 to 1919. Fc 
was a member of the American As- 
sociation. American Public Health 
associatom. Nebraska Stak, Medical 
association and other scientific and 
social organizations. He also acted 
as bacteriologist for the city of Lin- 
coln. 


Funeral sen ices for Dr. Waite will 
be held at 3 o'clock Mondav affr- 
noon at Holy Tnnrtv Episcopal 
church with Her H H Madden of- 
lic.ating Interment will be in Wv- 
uka. Funeral arrangements for Pro- 
lessor Barber ha-.e not been niade.

A sharp 
divergence 
of police 


methods was used in rounding up 
the details of the alleged murder 
suspect, it was revealed. 
Hayes, who is a veteran detective 


and due for retirement, was as- 
signed to the Bibbens mystery ifter 
he had been superseded in the Vir- 
ginia Brooks and Louise Teuber 
murder inquiries by jounger men. 


"We have definitely connected the 


suspect with the Bibbens murder," 
Haves said. 
"We 
have established beyond 


doubt that he had other motives 
than robbery. 


Believed in Los Angeles. 


"We have asked Los Angeles police 


as well as Chicago and Detroit to 
be on the lookout for the man, 
although we have strong evidence 
on which we believe that he is in. 
Los Angeles. 
"All other suspects detained in the 


Bibbens case have been eliminated 
and released. 
"In tracing the inurder of Dolly 
Bibbens,"

Numerous Tips All Prove 


Fruitless After 


Two Days. 


LAWRENCE, Kas. April 23— 
UP)—Feeling ran high here to- 
night as the greatest man hunt 
staged'in Kansas since the days of 
Jake Fleagle and his gang con- 
inued for the slayer of Melvin 
Howe, Lawrence patrolman. 


The slayer, who shot down Howe 


as the officer sought to question 
him, 
tonight had assumed the qual- 


ties of a will 'o the wisp. He was 
•eported seen in manv different 
Dlaces near here, but all leads failed 
as squads of officeis followed every 
meager clue. 


Vanishing into the night in his 


shirt sleeves, after the slaying, the 
killer—or a man answenng his de- 
scription—bobbed up again yester- 
day at the home of Fred Reetz, 
:armer living near here, where he 
sought to 
steal an automobile 


There he pointed a revolver at 
Reetz and asked him for the keys 
to the car, but was finally con- 
vinced that the farmer did not have 
;hem, and fled into the woods 


Since that time the reports of his 


presence have been many. All last 
night a posse of nearly 200 men 
kept a tireless vigil around a wooded 
district near the Reetz home, it be- 
ing believed almost certain 
the 


slayer was hidden there. But when 
morning came and men, aided by 
bloodhounds, 
beat 
through 
the 


brush, no one was found. 


Rumors Proved False. 


A little later a report reached 


here that a man answering the de- 
scription of the slayer was walking 
along the highway toward Topeka 
west of here, but a carload of offi- 
cers found onlv a vagrant who hac 
spent the night in the Lawrence 
jail 


Then it was reported the slayer 


was riding toward Lawrence in a 
milk truck from Linwood, Kas, a 
few miles away, but police who sur- 
rounded it as it entered town founc 
only a slightly frightened farm boy 
on the seat. Other reports are 
equally fruitless

Lawrence was stirred by the 


crime. Howe's death was the firs 
of any policeman in the line of 
auty since 1909 and the officer was 
welljiked here. 


He""1 was killed early yesterday 


morning as, with John Ingalls, an- 
other officer, he stopped an auto- 
mobile which he suspected was 
driven by a hquor runner. Ingalls 
fired at the fleeing killer, but his 
shots failed to take effect.

Wood Says Next Session 


Will Have to Employ 


More Economy. 


WASHINGTON, April 25^-(I. N. 


S.)—Warning congress that it can- 
not keep up extraordinary expendi- 
tures without raising -taxes. Rep. 
Will B. Wood, republican of In- 
diana, chairman of the house ap- 
propriations committee, today pro- 
posed a strict economy rule for the 
next congress. 
Discussing President Hoovers fi- 


nancial statement, with an estimated 
decrease of $300,000,000 in expendi- 
tures in the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, Wood said that congress 
must co-operate with the adminis- 
tration. 
He announced opposition to a 


"treaty navy" building program, a 
five-day week for government em- 
ployes and the full program of vet- 
erans organizations. 
Referring to Mr Hoover's esti- 
mate of expenditures in the year 
beginning July 1 of $4.119,230,649 as 
compared with $4,435,029.732. Wood 
said he expected the president to 
require departments to save money 
on amounts already appropriated 
for next year, to meet necessary de- 
ficiency appropriations 
"We can't keep up extrarodinary 


expenditures with our income de- 
creasing," said Wood. "If we nave 
good crops there won't be any ne- 
cessity lor emergency outlays. Busi- 
ness revival always comes with good 
crops, showing how dependent we 
are on the soil." 
The drouth of last year. Wood 


declared, paralyzed business and 
slowed up recovery. 
"It is up to every individual mem- 


ber of congress to help keep down 
expenses," he said. "The appropria- 
tions lommittee recommends what 
is authorized for the most part, and 
some authorization bills are passed 
with not fifteen people on the house 
floor.

"He is the man!" 
With these words Mrs. Myrtle 


Tanner Blacklidge tonight identified 
a photograph of George L. Perry, 
mysteriously slain in South Bend, 
Ind, as the leader of a trio of con- 
fidence men who swindled her of 
$50,000 In a faro game at Spring- 
Held, 111, January 22. 
Publicity attendant to the faro 
swindle resulted in Mrs. Blacklidgc's 
resignation as collector of internal 
revenue here. 


CHICAGO, April 25 — (INS)— 


Search was renewed tonight for 
other swindlers who mulcted Mrs. 
Myrtle Tanner Blackridge, former 
Chicago collector of internal rev- 
enue, out of $50,000, following Mrs. 
Blackridge's positive identification 
of a man slain in South Bend, Ind., 
las night as the "brains" ol the 


CrLTlffPolice believed that if they found 
the slain man's confederates they 
probably, at the same time would 
be finding the gunman or gunmen 
who committed the murder. 
The assassins victim .George L. 
Perry was a marked man because 
he refused to "diwy up" the spoils, 
in the opinion of the investigators. 
Identification of Perry as the man 


called Parker, who took $50,000 
from her in a faro game plot at 
SpringfieM, 111., in January was 
made by means of a photograph by 
Mrs. Blackridge. 
Says Killing: Clears Her. 


Mrs. Blackridge said the killing 
cleared her of alleged charges of 
being an accomplice in the con- 
fidence 
game. 
She 
said 
these 
charges were made against her by 
Edward R Litsinger, formerly her 
staunch political ally. Litsinger ad- 
vanced the $50,000 which Mrs. Black- 
ridge lost in the swindle. 
Perry was shot after he had put 


his expensive car in the garage of 
his father-in-law, John 
Canmff, 


with whom he and his wife, Ruth 
had been living recently. Although 
he remained conscious for a while, 
he refused to name his asailant. 
Mrs. Perry said that for months 


her husband's actions had been 
those of a hunted man. She dis- 
closed that soon after the faro game 
swindle, on January 21, they fled 
to Europe and ther moved about 
from 
city to city. 
At Nice, Prance, a month ago, 


she said, they received news of the 
death of Mrs. Perry's mother in 
South Bend. This caused their re- 
turn and indirectly was responsible 
for Perry's asassination. 
Pery's acomplices in the swindle 
plot were known as Ray Browder, 
alias Burgess, and Roscoe Gilmore, 
alias Reynolds. South Bend and 
Chicago police broadcast appeals for 
their capture. 
The key to a safety deposit box 
In the Washington Park National 
bank of Chicago was found on Per- 
ry's body. Since the term for which 
the box hed been rented had ex- 
pired, officials opened it and foundd 
it to be empty. The key to another 
safety deposit box in a New York 
bank was also found.

The Perrys bought their car only 
a few days ago in Detroit. They 
had intended to depart soon on an 
extended motor trip, the widow 
stated.

College Hea/£s Put Blame 


On Alumni In Going 


After Athletes. 


AUSTIN, Texas, April 25—(INS) 


—Concluding a two-year investiga- 
tion into the alleged subsidization 
of intercollegiate athletics, Dr. D. A. 
Penick. president of the Southwest 
conference, today announced that it 
had been found that athleces of 62 
colleges in Texas had been paid 
$228000 in. one form, or another 
during 1929-'30. 


The survey, authorized by the 


association of Texas colleges some 
two years ago after the Carnegie 
Foundation reported that colleges 
over the entire United States were 
guilty of subsidizing athletes, was 
concluded only after an exhaustive 
Investigation by workers under Dr. 
Penick.Blame Put On Alumni. 


Although a total of $228.000 was 


learned to have been paid athletes, 
the report of Dr. Penick declared 
that only six of the 62 colleges in- 
vestigated were guilty of "illegiti- 
mate recruiting' of athletes. The 
"illegitimate recruiting." condemned 
in 
the 
Cameg«.e report, which 


caused a sensation in collegiate 
circles two years ago, was laid to 
alumni associations. 


Expenditures in other colleges, it 


was learned by the investigating 
committee working under Dr. Pen- 
ick. were through tuition remission, 
granting of concessions, scholar- 
shins, 
campus 
employment and 
loans. College officials questioned 
in this connection were of the 
opinion that such assistance was 
not to be regarded as "subsidization 
of athletes." 


Solicitation Not TJnpopnlar. 


Officials of only 12 colleges com- 


ing -srithin the scope of tnc inves- 
tigation, considered it "improper 
for coaches to solicit athletes." 


The survey by Dr. Penick reveaJed 


that a majority of colleges belitve 
rntennural sports are neglected. 


During the past two years, since 


Uie sensational report following in- 
vestigation by the Carr.etrie Foun- 
dation, officials of Tesas colleges at 
annual convention have adopted 
recommendations that "each con- 
ference discipline members found 
derrl3ct." and in addition have 
agreed on uniform methods of lac- 
uJly attilptlc control. 
Only four coHeees said athletics 


•were found profitable to 'he Insti- 
tution, and only one college re- 
ported a profit from football.

award followed capture of a fort 
which Dantes Bellgarde. Haitian 
minister, said he did not know 
existed. That statement had re- 
sulted in a controversy arousing in- 
terest the nation over.

After making a fine showing in

cle Robbie's" team came north in 
ligh spirits and eager for the open- 
ng gong. It was at this juncture 
that Mr. Hard Luck himself sud- 
denly stepped into the picture and 
Temporarily put some of Brooklyn's 
Dest talent out of commission. 
Glenn Wright, captain and star 
shortstop, and Rube Bressler, vet- 
eran uolity man, were forced to 
;ake 
to their beds with influenza. 
Fresco Thompson, Brooklyn's newly 
acquired second baseman was un- 
able to play because of a spiked 
mnd. On the top of this Adolph 
Luque, a starting pitcher, was also 
on the sidelines with an injured 
;humb on his flinging hand. 


Patched tip Infield. 


With Wright and Thompson out 


of the lineup, Brooklyn had to pre- 
sent a patched up infield, with 
young Gordon Slade at short and 
Mickey Finn at second. The injury 
to Luque threw the pitching plans 
of Manager Robinson all askew. The 
result of all this was that the club 
went In there against the Braves 
lacking the confidence they other- 
wise would have felt. 
A little hard luck at the getaway 
is not worrying the fans, nor the 
players. It may have been a bless- 
ing in disguise because the Brook- 
lyn players, as a result of the ac- 
quisition of Lefty OTtoul in the 
outfield and Thompson at second, 
were talking themselves into vic- 
tories that they will have to win on 
the ball field. 


Terrific Bitting Power. 


Every student of baseball knows 
that Brooklyn, with its terrific bat- 
ting power, looms as one of the 
most formidable clubs in the league. 
Most of their hitters are left handl- 
ers and, consequently, they will see 
plenty of left handed pitchers out 
there on the mound against them 
this year. But their followers are 
convinced that there .will be many 
days in which the opposition will 
have a hard time getting the side 
out. From the lead off man down 
to the pitcher, the team packs a 
real "punch." 
Brooklyn has Alfonso Lopez, a 
star, behind the plate, with the vet- 
eran Val Picinich and Ernest Lom- 
bard! to take the job on days he 
needs rest. Lopez batted .308 last 
season. At first there is Del Bis- 
sonette, who hit 335 last -season, 
Thompson, at second, batted only 
.282 with the Phillies last year but 
he hits in the pinches and he is a 
fielding stos. 


Wright Great Shortstop. 


At short Is Wright, who hit -321 
last season. Wallle Gilbert, the 
third baseman, hit .294 last year 
but he, too, is a timely hitter like 
Thompson. He is called "a ball 
players' player," so good is he on 
offense and defense. It is the out- 
field, however, that carries the real 
batting wallop. 
Lefty OT>oul in 
left hit .383 last season, Johnny 
Frederick in center hit 434 and 
Babe Herman in right hit .393. 


And. 
therefore, it is not at all 
surprisine that the Brooklyn fans 
are keen for the Robins of 1931 and 
are convinced they 
will 
"come 
through" this year. The seating ca- 
pacity of Ebbets Field has been in- 
creased to nearly 45,000. but there 
will be plenty of days this season 
when trie park 
will not be big 
encueh to handle the crowd.

speakers' table. He derived a great 
deal of satisfaction from his Asso- 
ciation with "Pop" Warner of Stan- 
lord, though the question of the 
shift at times threatened to disrupt 
1heir friendship. Among his friends 
he placed Dick Hanley of Norh- 
western very high. 
He was familiar with coaches 


from coast tc coast and not only 
could, but did. speak with authority 
on their problems. Often he was 
able to straighten out some diffi- 
culty for one of these. His advice, 
towards the end, was being sought 
more than that of any other foot- 
ball figure in the country over the 
choice of coaches.

Wrestling, 3,000 years old, is today the biggest money- 


maker in professional sports. 


It is a bigger money maker than the boxing game be- 


cause there are less 'flops' and a more even gate at all times. 


It is a bigger money-maker than baseball because it 


involves much less expense and does riot depend on the 
weather. 


In Millionaire Class 


Gus Sonnenberg and Jim Londos, 


two big men of the sport, are said 
to be close to the millionaire class 
today. But they had to work for it, 
night after night, and in training 
52 weeks of the year. 
Now and then, a heavyweight 


fight champion has made nearly 
a million dollars in one night. If 
they're just fairly good, the wrest- 
lers are sure of a good income. The 
game runs along evenly and every- 
body gets his share of the gate 


The return of wrestling to the 


center of the stase is due, says 
Lou Daro, succesful Los Angeles 
promoter, to the fact that the gamb- 
lers were thrown ' out, restoring 
confidence. 
Turn of the Wheel. 


Others who have made a careful 


itudy of the game and delved 
deep in the history of the game, 
say it is nothing more than the 
natural trend—that life and all 
things in ittravel in cycles. That 
is true of styles in dress; furniture 
and architecture, so maybe it is true 
in wrestling 


Three thousand years ago they 


wrestled in Asia and Egypt. The 
game wasn't then established in 
Greece. The Greeks get the credit 
and have since that time furnished 
many of the best wrestlers. 
. There have joeen changes, but not 
as many changes in wrestling in 
3,000 years as there have been, 
changse in American football in 
the last 25 years. Think of that! 


Carvings On Ancient Temples. 
On the walls of the temple tombs 


of Bensi Hasan, near the Nile, are 
carvings 
depicting 
hundreds 
of 


wrestling scenes. Those who have 
seen them say they were impressed 
with the similarity of the holds 
used in those days to the general 
style of the game* today. It was 
highly developed that far back. 


Wrestling was the principal sport 


in the early Greek Olympics; It then 
was a part of the pentatholon. No 
holds were barred. They could even 
strangle, kick or butt an opponent. 


But the wrestler of that day was 


not crude. He was schooled to be 
graceful—the aesthetic idea of the 
times. 


So are the wrestlers of today, 


for that matter. They put on a 
good show and each one is a styl- 
ist in. his own particular form, 
Milo Wrestling's Daddy. 


Sonnenberg ascended to fame by 
his butting tactics. Lewis, who now 
is champion for the fourth time, 
long ago earned the nickname of 
"Strangler." But kicking is not so 
ethical. 
The most noted wrestler of those 


ancient days was Milo of Crofton, 
500 years B. C., and who scored 32 
notable triumphs in international 
championship affairs. 


Perhaps the greatest wrestler of 


modern days was Frank Gotch, 
the Iowa farmer, who held the 
championship many years when the 
game was a big money-maker in the 
middle-west. 


Jim Londos, the Greek, who be- 


came a naturalized American, is 
likened to Milo of Croton by wrest- 
ling writers who wax poetic, not 
as great in his achievements, but 
graceful and perfect of figure. . 


Sonnenbcrif Cleans Up. 


Sonnenberg is much unlike the 


ancients, but it was Sonnenberg 
who started wrestling off on a new 
era of prosperity and popularized 
the game in the big eastern cities. 


After a notable career in football. 


Gus tried the wrestling game and 
by his butting and "flying tackle'' 
style of wrestling quickly ascended 
to the throne 
Sonnenberg threw Lewis and after 


a long reign, during which he 
wrestled three or four times a week, 
Gus was in turn thrown -by another 
ex-collegian. Don George, and just 
recently George was beaten by the 
old champion. Lewis. All of which 
is included in the so-called "western 
wheel'' of the wrestling game. 


The other crowd grew jealous and 


formed the "eastern wheel"' and 
Dick Shiknt was made champion by 
grace of the Pennsylvania boxrat; 
commission's decree. And Shikat 
later was thrown by Londos, who 
has since cashed in "heavily.

He made his political 
start when he won a school board 
race and soon moved himself into 
the coterie established by Cox at 
Wielert's famous cafe. 


Herrmann was made chairman 


of the water works commission, or- 
ganized to build a new water works. 
This was Herrmann's great oppor- 
tunity, for he was required to ap- 
prove, all political appointments of 
the 'city. 


Herrmann was once president of 
the American Bowling Congress and 
was grand exalted ruler of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order o* 
Elks.

Free Wheeling Lessens 


Leg Work Giving 
•Relief to JVtotorist. 


Public curiosity has recently been 


aroused, by the expression "Clutch 
Foot" which has been appearing in 
hundreds of magazines and news- 
papers throughout the country. The 
Hupp Motor car corporation spon- 
sor of this advertising which fea- 
tures the relief given by its free 
wheeling transmission^ from exces- 
sive leg work in connection with 
clutch operation .today explains how 
this popular 
expression was de- 


veloped. 


Suppose that some development 


was made in the transmission which 
eliminated part of that perpetual 
foot jamming on the clutch. Would 
that not give instant and important 
relief to driver effort? 
Such a supposition becomes an ac- 
tual fact with free wheeling be- 
cause it is not necessary to use the 
clutch in shifting from second to 
high, or back from high to second. 
And yet both the clutch and the 
gears remain engaged. 
To determine exactly how niuch 


foot work could be saved with free 
wheeling we attached an accurate 
counting device to the clutch pedal. 
In a series of tests of both conven- 
tional and free wheeling cars, we 
found this savings to run as great 
as sixty-seven per cent. In a spe- 
cific trip of two such cars over a 
distance of fifty-seven miles, the 
driver of the conventional car used 
his clutch one hundred seventy-five 
times as compared with a clutch 
use of fifty-five times for the free 
wheeling car. 


A Suggestion for Shock Absorbers. 


Shock absorbers should be in- 


spected occasionally for some of the 
fabric straps may have broken, thus 
putting certain parts of the absorb- 
ers nut of service. These straps are 
readily and cheaply replaced. Shock 
absorbers of the 
hydraulic type 


must be kept supplied with liquid. 
In refilling use nothing but the 
fluid recommended for this purpose 
by the manufacturer of the partic- 
ular shock absorber in question. 
Shock absorbers connected to the 
axles by metal links instead of fab- 
ric straps require lubrication of the 
linkage joints.

The cores of a radiator are ex- 


tremely delicate and easily ruined 
by improperly Installed emblems, 
insignia, etc. If a metal emblem as 
to be displayed there should be a 
flat backing of some soft material 
0 nthe inside to prevent wires from 
cutting into the radiator core. 


Worth Remembering:. 


Never neglect the o'll filler on the 


car, because clean oil means longer 
engine life and 
smoother perfor- 


mance. The oil filter removes dirt, 
caibon and other foreign matter 
from the oil. The removal of this 
foreign matter decreases wear on 
the moving parts of the engine, thus 
assisting in prolonging its life 
It 


is important that the filter cart- 
ridge be renewed after 10,000 miles 
of driving, as after this mileage it 
becomes filled with the foreign mat- 
ter taken fiom the oil and ceases to 
1 unction at highest efficiency. If 
the cartridge Is not renewed at this 
mileage the whole purpose of the 
filter is defeated. 


Er.Rinc Efficiency Reduced by Rust. 


Rust is the greatest single obsta- 


cle in the way of satisfactory and 
trouble-free functioning of the pow- 
er system. Bust forms in the en- 
gine block and not in the radiator, 
as radiators are without exception 
made of rust-proof materials such 
as copper and brass. However, the 
rust that forms in the engine block 
is carried by the water's circulation 
to every part of the system. Clog- 
ging of a radiator and hoses follow, 
whereupon over-heated engines with 
the consequent damage to the power 
plant result. Cooling systems should 
be thoroughly cleaned at least twice 
a year and a rust preventive put in 
once a year—preferably in 
the 


spring, inasmuch as warm weather 
promotes rust formation in the sys- 
tem and retards the cooling effi- 
ciency of the power plant at a time 
when perfect cooling is most needed. 


Tire Equipment for Car. 


The weight distribution of the car, 


power, speed, gear and other points 
should be considered m determining 
the 'tire sizes necessary for equip- 
ment. When tires are loaded be- 
yond their'normal carrying capa- 
city, the fabric is more or less 
strained. Besides, "hinging" action 
is developed and heat is generated 
at the edges of the tread. Over- 
size tires were primariry 
designed 


for exceptional and hard service, 
but have come Into more general 
favor because of extra strength, 
easier riding, and longer mileage. 
The resiliency of larger tires re- 
duces the traction slippage on the 
rear wheels, and lessens vibration to 
the mechanism of the car. When 
over-size tires are placed on front 
wheels which were origin ally 
equipped with regular size tires, the 
diameter over all will be increased 
about one inch, and the speedome- 
ter should b? reajusted, otherwise 
the mileage recorded will be less 
than that actually covered. Nor 
can any harm be derived from the 
adoption of the 
proper over-size 


tires. There Is not enough added 
weight to offset transmission or dif- 
ferential or make any objectionable 
difference In the power. 


Compresson leaks will be less 


likely to occur if bolts are given a 
short 
turn 
when replacing the 


cylinder head. 
The pleasure of motoring is in- 


creased and the chances of acci- 
dents diminished if the windshield 
and all lenses are kept clean.

What twehe ocurrences were most 
influential in creating the modern 
world as it is today? 


Dr. D. A. Worcester, professor of 
educational psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, submitted his 
idea of the twelve greatest dates in 
history to the Forum magazine's re- 
cent contest on that subject and 
received honorable mention for his 
list. 


Prof Gayle O. Walker, director of 
the university's school of journalism 
also won honorable mention and 
was the only other Nebraskan to 
place in the competition. More 
than 2,000 lists of dates were sub- 
mitted. 


Professor Worcester does not list 
all his dates specifically bus sets 
forth some of the earlier ones as 
periods. They follow: 


(1) 347-322 "B. C.—The productive 
period of Aristotle, who gave the 
world itsf irst great outline of 
science. 


(2) Second century, B C.—Intro- 
duction of zero into the number 
system which changed mathematics 
from the most unwieldy to the most 
flexible of tools. 


(3) 1024—Invention of the music 
scale by Guidio Aretimo. the high 
spot in the history of music which 
has perhaps contributed most to the 
aesthetic side of life.

The movies and the 


term "crossroads of the world" had 
given us quite a distorted picture 
of the really modern and progres- 
sive city under the British influence 
and government. 
' Our greatest surprise was Java. 


We were utterly unprepared for so 
much 
tropical beauty combined 


with the Dutch efficiency and the 
satisfactory results that such ef- 
ficiency may accomplish 
We aie 
still congratulating ourselves that 
we took the five-day optional tour 
through this little ountry with its 
picturesque towns, lakes, mountains, 
miles and miles of jungle on the 
one hand and numerous 
coffee, 
cocoa and tea plantations and un- 
usual fruit trees, such as mango, 
mangosteen. papaia, breadfruit, be- 
sides the 
quantities of 
banana 
trees, on the other hand, and—jov 
to behold—many species of orchids 
growing wild or cultivated m botan- 
ical gaidens. Sumatra \vas similai 
ito Java but less efficient—more 
native, let us say 


Old Beds in Java. 


"We will never forget the hard 
beds of Java nor the funny Dutch 
"Wife", a bolster-like pillow which 
served as the only bed covering and 
which cpuld be used to cover you 
•when you felt chilly or as a footrest 
if jour body felt too hot. Of course 
the beds had the usual netting pro- 
tection against mosquitoes 
We are 
still wondering why in all ef these 
tropical countries 
window-screens 


would not be a better arrangement. 
We are still skeptical about the 
explanation that such screens would 
keep out too much air for we found 
the mosquito netting had the same 
effect.

And now I come to the high spo* 


of the entire cruise, namely our tour 
of India. In spite of the fact that 
•ne spent eleven nights on the train 


ffect. 
"Calcutta and Bombay are two 


beautiful modern cities, a credit to 
the British government. I need not 
write about these, but I do \vant to 
put down on paper our rare exper- 
ience, really one of "the great mo- 
ments" in connection with the trip 
to Rarjeeling where we went to get 
a view of the Himalayas, and in 
particular a glimpse of Mt Eeverest 
After an undisturbed night's rest 
at a mountain hotel, we set out at 
3'00 o'clock in rickshas, a caravan 
of eleven persons, plus two guides 
and a motely crowd of coolies who 
manipulated the vehicles, two pull- 
ing in front and four pushing in the 
rear up the seven mile incline to 
Tiger Hill where we enjoyed a mar- 
vellous sunrise and hoped to get a 
peep at Mt. Eevrest which is more 
than 9,000 ft high, or at least get a 
closer view of Kinchinjunga almost 
as high. 


"Though the 
clouds obliterated 


the view of these two peaks, much 
to our disappointment, watching the 
sun slowly apear from behind the 
mountains at 5 00 o'clock as we were 
sitting on the top of the world was 
a thrilling experience, which I do 
not hope to repeat In fact it would 
have been "a perfect day'' had we 
been fortunate enough to see Mt Ev- 
erest. 


Caravan Leaves Hotel. 


"It was quite dark when our car 
a\an left the hotel; only the stars 
overhead and a few street lamps 
at the beginning of the road fur- 
nished any light The incantations 
and unison prayers of the Tibetan 
ricksha men as they climbed the 
steep hill and their equally weird 
songs as they proceeded along more 
umgue even than the 
emotional, 


level paths in almost total darkness 
at that ghostlv hour was a compel- 
ling and indelible experience, more 
upheaval I felt as I caught the first 
glimpse of the Taj Hahal. A-*P. 
Delhi and Jaipur contain more ar- 
chitectural and sculptural beauty 
than v,c tourists can grasp and ap- 
preciate emotionally and mentally 
during so brief a visit.

The nde was one of indescribable 


beauty. 
Even the most surfeited 


traveler •nould have to re\el in its 
beauty, its splendid coloring in the 
fleeting sunshine and its soft jewel 
like shade in the clouds and mists 
that were with us much of the way 
The beautv has a sincerity and nat- 
uralness that is its real charm— 
there are no railroad tracks or any 
cheap commercial blots on the land- 
scape but the whole seems to be the 
natural outgrowth of centuries of 
love of the place, and the labor of 
these who found their lots cast here. 


Mountains Are Terraced. 


Every .available inch of the moun- 


tains is terraced with the most fas- 
cinating stone walls and on the tiny 
plains are beautiful vineyards for 
the most part, although there are 
lemons and oranges, bougaimillea 
and pajm trees enough to 
give 


spender to it all The road is 
a 
mountain road all the way, carved 
out of solid rock, and protected by 
more of this masonry, and all along 
this ancient wall is a dainty growth 
of moss and sweet flowering vines, 
nothing lavish or greatly tropical, 
but sweet and dainty 


Grilled gates at intervals in this 


wall showed flights of narrow steps 
carved out of the mountain side up 
to the 
villas 
above 
Apartment 


houses and home stood at the tops 
of the cliffs looking out o\er rocK 
gardens and terraced lands on to 
the Mediterranean and its fascin- 
ating coastline, inlets and outlets 
At various points a full sweep of the 
coast was visible. Jar to the right 
was San Remo m Italy, jonder at 
the farthest was Nice and the cen- 
ter was Monte Carlo. The houses 
were of the daintiest colored stucco 
and most of the roofs soft red. The 
sea shews a soft white furrj surf all 
"along the coast, then a delicate 
green, blue in places and a

violet—far out in the depths is this 
famous blue—blue as night and the 
richness too oaring to be painted. 


Visit White Palace. 


At noon ws got out at the Casino j

The chandeliers in the dining room 
hung from a ceiling some thirty feet j 
high and w ere of the daintiest fill- | 
gree and frosted crystal. Even the 
curtains were of that frosted crystal 
color, with a design in them that 
looked like lace -ftork 


The dinner we ate amid such ex- 


, quisite decoration was an achieve- 
ment in itself. The chef is reputed 
to be the most famous in France. 
Anyhow we shall never fcrget his 
fish nor his meats, nor the sccrrl- 
mgly impossible achievement of the 
pasfsies," frivolities as they called 
them.

Birds do all sorts of^ things for a 


living. Swifts and swallows skim 
through the air and catch insects. 
Woodpeckers drill into trees and 
pull out their food. 
Robins and 


townees scratch among the leaves 
and pick up what they want, chick- 
a d e e s, creepers and nuthatches 
search the cracks and crevices of 
the bark of trees, and flycatchers 
perch on the end of a bare branch 
and sally forth as the insects pass 
by. 


The 
kingfisher 
does none of 
these things. It may eat some in- 
sects, and does, but the bulk of its 
food is fish and it is a first class 
fisherman in every way. It has the 
right tools and the patience, both 
of-which every boy knows are nec- 
essary if be is going to take fish 
home for his dinner. 
There is only one kind of king- 
fisher in this country and no doubt 
it is glad of that since fish have 
become so scarce in our creeks-and 
rivers. There may have been a time 
when, it would have gladly invited 
friends to come and fish with it. 
Now very, very seldom is more than 
one or a pair seen at a time, and 
it seems as if they have measured 
off the water and keep strictly to 
then- own territory. If more are 
seen together" you will guess about 
right when you say it is a family 
and the six or eight young have not 
yet separated but the family is still 
together. They are not sociable 
birds but possibly jf they -were they 
•would often have to go hungry, and 
so they have agreed to live by 
themselves. 


For tools they have no pole Trtth 
line and hook. They have a long 
and -strong beak. Both body and 
beak look like a big woodpecker, but 
it is no •woodpecker. "It must have 
fish and is never seen very far from 
a place where it can find them. If 
you are looking for one go to the 
river, creek, reservoir or any artifi- 
cial lake or piece of trater. II these 
are open during the •winter and ice 
docs not cover them kingfishers 
may stay all -winter. They have 
been seen during December but us- 
ually they have lo go a-sray for a 
•while. 
This kingfisher is never mistaken 


for any other bird You never have 
trouble In deciding what It is. as 
you have when you see a sparrow 
or a warbler, or maybe worst of all 
a vireo.

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Crippled Children Given Orthopedic Treatment At 


Clinics Supported By Nebraska Elks Association 


year ago this month, 


a clinic for crippled chil- 


Inen was held in Beatrice. 


It was the first public step 


n a program sponsored joint- 
y by the Nebraska State Elks 
association and the rehabili- 
tation division of the depart- 
ment of vocational education. 


Since that time, four other 


:linics have been held, ar- 
ranged by the county medical 
societies, and 285 boys and 
twirls and young people, rang- 
ng in age from the smallest 
)abies to twenty-one years of 
age, have received help. 


The clinic program, which 
the 


Elks plan to make a permanent 
project, goes back three years to 
1928, when the year was spent in 
Ftudying various state plans for 
the care of crippled children. 
In 
June of the following year, the 
Nebraska Crippled Children com- 
mittee met in Omaha with Joseph 
C. Buch of New Jersey, who was 
touring in the Interest 
of this 


•work, and unanimously agreed that 
Jus plan should be adopted by the 
committee. 


Hake State Survey. 


After 
various 
conferences, 
a 


state wide survey 
to 
determine 
the number, kind, and condition 
of crippled children in Nebraska 
was made, of 
whom 5,000 were 


found. 
Allen H. Mann 
is 
the 


field representative serving as a 
liaison officer for 
both 
groups, 
under the 
supervision of J. R. 
Jewell, of the department of vo- 
cational education and A. Schneid- 
er, chairman of the crippled chil- 
dren committee. 
The work is being carried on by 


an endowment fund, 
of 
which 


$8,000 of the planned $10,000 has 
been raised, and by a per member 
tax of 
50 cents 
approximately 


$3,000 at this time. This fund is 
used for 
the 
current 
expenses, 


including the cost of locating the 


clinics, tho state and 
the 
more 


detailed district surveys, which re- 
quire 
work- with 
schools 
and 


doctors to arrange contacts, and 
the 
program 
organization. The 


local lodges bear all tho expenses 
of the clinics. 
Following the jurisdiction surveys 


to locate all crippled children not 
previously reported, Mr. Mann re- 
ports his findings to the Elks, 
uhlch then seeks the cooperation 
of the county medical society. The 
clinic m each of the nineteen jur- 
isdictions in conductd by the med- 
ical societies,'six or seven cooper- 
ating often

children's 
care. In Mr. Jewell's opinion, lack 
of proper knowledge of the possi-

work. It is hoped to make the 
clinic service sufficiently extensive 
that every crippled child in Ne- 
braska will be able to have ortho- 
pedic examination 
and diagnosis. 
In the deveopment of a program 
for needed operative service, hos- 
pitalization. convalescent care and 
after care in the home, no existing 
service will be duplicated. 
It is 
planned to use exlstant hospital 
departments and to develope ortho- 
pedic faciities in hospitals in each

aee a steep bank. The kingfisher 
sees such a bank too, and decides, 
that this is a safe place to dig Into 
and make a place for its nest, which 
is sometimes five, six, or more fe»t 
in, and a burrow or tu/incl leading 
to this little cave home. The six 
or eight eggs arc white. All holes 
in such a bank arc not kingfisher 
nesting places for bank swallows 
have their nests in banks too and 
may sometimes use an old king- 
fisher's hole. Kingfishers use the 
same place again and again and 
that does not give the bank swal- 
lows much chance to take them. 
The kingfisher sits like a true 
fisherman, on a dead limb that 
hangs over the water, 
and 
the 
closer to it the better. The sky is 
above and the clear water below, 
and it sees what passes beneath it. 
With a sudden plunge it seizes a 
fish. As a boy announces Ins suc- 
cess with a shout, the kingfisher 
announces his success with a sound 
of his rattle 
Then it goes to the 
limb, for it has picked out one to 
its liking. A quick shake sends the 
water flying from its oily feathers. 
With a few strokes against the 
limb it kills the fish and swallows 
It whole, head first. 
As it flies up and down or over

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LINCOLN ADULTS STUDY TO IMPROVE HOMES 
MEN AND WOMEN MAKE SACRIFICES XOR ADULT EDUCATION; RETURN WITH TALES OF BETTER POSITIONS AND HAPPIER HOMES 


BY IRVING PERLMETER. 
'"BT'VE worked my fingers to 


M. the bone, but I'll take in 
washing and buy my hus- 
band the gas tanks he needs 
for your oxy-acetylene weld- 
ing course, if it will help him 
get a job," one Lincoln wife 
told L. H. Alberty, supervisor 
of industrial arts of the Lin- 
coln schools, not many weeks 
ago. 
Since then she has 


earned thirty dollars for this 
purpose. 


One grandmother and her 


married daughter walk, five 
miles each week to a health 
class at the city mission, also 
under the auspices of the Lin- 
coln school district. 


These two stories, typical 


of hundreds of others that- 
might be related, give the an- 
swer to the question of what 
Lincoln thinks about adult 
education. 


Adult education Is a serious, prac- 
tical matter in Lincoln. It consists 
of seventy-nine courses in trades, 
and 
industries and twenty-two 


classes in home-making for women. 
It represents an instructional and 
supervisory cost of nearly $13,000 
annually. And the enrollment lor 
this school year is 3,275. 
In relation to the appreciation of 


Lincoln adults to the value of this 
•work, these figures assume even 
greater significance. The enroll- 
ment has increased by a thousand 
in only three years. In the six years 
since the courses were organized, 
the number 'of classes has grown 
from less than twenty to the pres- 
ent total of 101. 
Get State, Federal Aid. 


The adult education budget has 


grown from $3,000 to the present 
$12,900 m those same six years 
Unconsciously, the people of Lin- 
coln have been getting more for 
their tax dollar along with this de- 
mand for great expense. For, 75 
per cent of these budgets are paid 
by state and federal aid. 
• Adult education has always had 
the suggestion of juvenile slates 
and alphabets, in the minds of most 
people. Nothing could be further 
from the truth in Lincoln. In the 
trades and industries courses, one 
of the first qualifications for en- 
trance Is that the work must be re- 
lated to the individual's active occu- 
pation And as for the practicability 
of the home-making classes, more 
anon. 
The chief purpose of the trades 
and industries studies Is to enable 
men and women to increase the 
stability of the job and the chances 
of promotion. 
Unemployment is the question of 


todav. The relation of this problem 
to Lincoln's adult education is best 
expressed in the words of Mr. Al- 
berty. "The most skilled man is 
hired first and fired last" 
Outside of business depressions, 
one of the most Important reason 


An idea of some of the diversified courses included in Lincoln's 


adult education program is given by the above group of photographs, 
showing only six of the 101 classes.

cites the plumber as an example. 
Once, the plumber could seal a joint 
merely by wrapping it with melted 
lead. Now there is a" demand for 
welding on such j'obs. The Lincoln 
schools proMde a place where the 
plumber can economically learn this 
new ramification of his own trade. 


Mr Alberty had a reason for 


choosing this example. This year 
the first oxy-acetylene welding class 
was organized. And nearly a major- 
ity of that class is composed of 


is the oxygen and acetylene used 
in practice. A practical welder does 
the instructing. 


After all, the success of vocational 


education must stand the test of re- 
sults. One man in this same weld- 
ing couise, has already, before his 
lessons are complete, been able to 
earn enough money to support him- 
self by doing odd welding jobs. 
In the highway designing and 


drafting courses last year were sev- 
eral employes of the state highway 
department. Six of them were given

Business Thinks. 


Another test of such classes Is to 
look at them through the thoroughly 
practical eyes of a prominent busi- 
ness corporation. The Burlington 
for instance, thinks enough of the 
work, to permit its shops and ex- 
tensive equipment to be used as 
laboratories. The Lincoln Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. does likewise, and 
the hospitals co-operate to enable 
their student nurses to take certain 
courses. 


Burlington shops at Havelock is for 
the purpose of studying the Ameri- [ 
can Hallway association's compli- 
cated rules. This class has proved 
so interesting that delegations of 
railroad men have come down 
periodically from Wymore and Om- 
aha to participate in the discus- 
sions. This class has also been in 
the habit of referring some of its 
knottiest problems to the central 
Burlington office in Chicago. That 
office, in turn, has been so Inter- 
ested that it goes to the expense of 


several page telegrams in response. 
One night the A. R. A. rules class 
found that it had received no an- 
swer to a question sent to Chicago. 
Instead, It found that A. Cameron, 
the head of that office, had made 
& special trip to Lincoln to an- 
swer it. 


The highway classes previously 


mentioned are an example of the 
interest of the men taking the 
work. Ten of those in this year's 
courses do field work all day and 
sometimes postpone supper for two 
or three hours and come straight in 


from points perhaps thirty miles 
away in order to attend. 


Men Ask More Hours. 


In the welding class, the men 


voluntarily Increased their meeting 
time from two hours on a night to 
four. 


Lest the above mentioned classe; 


be overemphasized, the o t h e r s 
should be noted. Among the courses 
inaugurated this year, are titles 
that in themselves suggest their im- 
mense value.

been conducted for one or more 
previous yeius. The other standard 
group of courses is for nurses, and 
includes 
physiology, 
bacteriology, 


chemistry, dietetics diet therapy, 
psychiatry and psychology. 


Solvinc Home Problems. 


No less interesting are the home- 


making classes for mothers and 
young women. 
They deal with 


e\erything from child' training, nu- 
trition, health and clothing to home 
management and ait in the home. 


Neither are these classes aca- 


demic. One of the most important 
parts of their work is the discus- 
sion 
and 
solution of problems 


brought by the "students" from 
their own homes. 


Mrs. M— was worried that her 


15-year-old daughter was getting 
"boy crazy." Knowing of the par- 
ental frown on her acquaintance 
with 
perfectly 
handsome young 
"men." the girl would walk within 
a block of her home with boys from 
school, and then slip on home in 
the hope of escaping detection. 


Neighbors gossiped, and the situ- 


ation became aggravated. After the 
classroom discussion, the mother 
decided that if she were more rea- 
sonable in her demands on her 
daughter, that the girl might get 
more rational views Now daughter 
says goodbye to the boys from her 
own gateway, and everything is 
lovely.

does not recognize that even the humblest employe 
looks forward hppcfullj* to improving the status of 
his life. The beginner, or the man at the bottom 
of the ladder, has the same hope, aspirations, and 
dreams as the one at the top. It is natural and 
should be encouraged. 


We shall write a new chapter in social progress In 


America shortly. There is the ability here, the In- 
telligence here, and more than that, the governmental 
institutions which-will permit us to solve the prob- 
lems which have produced this temporary distress. 


UNRESTRAINED GREED. 


A philosopher once described man as a clod of clay. 


A few years of happy childhood, budding youth, re- 
sponsibilities of maturity, and then death provoked in 
him a sense of utter futility. It is not an acceptable 
view to the vast majority of people fortunately. They 
may not be religious and yet they are responsive and 
appreciative of the nobility and beauty of life. Most 
of them profess an unswerving faith in the spiritual 
aspects of life. They believe in goodness, not solely 
because there is the nromise of a future reward, but 
because it adds to the happiness and the peace of 
their lives here on earth. 


Humanity has recognized certain attributes of char- 


acter. It recognizes kindness, generosity, fairness, 
tolerence and charity. It has placed a high value 
upon unselfishness, and in the same sense it has 
come to detest greed and avarice. 


In a recent statement given out in Washington, 


United States Senator James Couzens of Michigan, a 
millionaire, said that the nation's troubles at this 
time could be attributed to unrestrained greed. There 
was a somber note in what he had to say, because 
he expressed the conviction that unless the "capital- 
istic system placed its house in order," it would be 
compelled to suffer regulation by the people. Sena- 
tor Couzens is a liberal republican. More frequently 
he votes with the minority against the party policies 
enunciated by Herbert Hoover. He may be called a 
"Red" or a radical or an insurgent or any other 
name, but the fact remains that he is a man of vis-- 
ion and of ability and that he has a large following, 
not only in his own state, but in other states as well. 


• * * 


Senator Couzens is not the only man in public life 


who has viewed the rapid accumulation of wealth in 
'the hands of a comparative few with deep concern. 
For a time under the new economic order, which fol- 
lowed on the heels of the war, there was the belief 
that wealth was becoming more widely diffused. Labor 
was employed at higher wages, was able to enjoy not 
only the necessities, but some of the luxuries of life. 
The salaried man was getting along better than he 
had at practically any other period in national his- 
tory. He was acquiring his home and perhaps was 
able to save something in addition. He was not en- 
vious of great wealth. In fact, for the first time it 
commanded his respect. His altered attitude might 
have been explained by the fact that he, too, was a 
capitalist, with a few shares of stock or a few bonds 
in his possession. It did not disturb him or worry 
him because a few men or a thousand men were en- 
joying yearly incomes of a million or many millions. 
He was joyfully and blissfully contented, confident 
that the millenium had arrived and that his fears of 
poverty in old age could be banished. 


All this has changed. In less than eighteen months, 


hundreds of thousands comfortably and happily sit- 
uated have found themselves out of work and penni- 
less. Their plight has been even more tragic than 
that, because seemingly it is impossible for them to 
find opportunities to rehabilitate their fallen fortunes. 
The era of good -will has been turned Into a night- 
mare of distrust, suspicion, and hatred. We hear 
rumblings now that wealth is being concentrated, that 
the masses are being exploited, and that unrestrained 
greed has been staging an orgy. 


We have been worshipping efficiency in this coun- 


try. We have said that we wanted to get things done 
economically and since human hands can never be as 
cheap as iron ones, we have substituted machines for 
men. We have pruned the industrial family ruth- 
lessly: first we have said that the man of middle age 
or beyond must be replaced by youth with its fresh 
strength and enthusiasm. But even that did not keep 
pace with the genius revealed in perfecting labor 
saving machinery. More recently young men have 
been augmenting the ranks of those with gray hair 
who have been discarded by so-called efficient indus- 
trial management. 


And so today there Is the strange parable of a na- 


tion possessing most of the -world's gold, with the most 
marvelously equipped Industrial establishments to be 
found and -with countless millions unemployed, des- 
titute, and distressed.

Whenever America 
succumbs to the blight of socialism or communism, 
her candle light will be snuffed out.

BUILDING THEM BIGGER AND BETTER. 


Ex-Governor Alfred Smith of New York failed in 


his ambition to become president of the United States 
but his dream of the largest office building In the 
world has materialized. The new Empire State, con- 
structed by Mr. Smith and his associates on the site 
of the old Waldorf-Astoria, has been completed In the 
record breaking stretch of six months. 


And what a building it is! 
From the street its lofty towers rear themselves 102 


stories into the skies, "with an additional two stories 
below the level of the street. From the base to the 
tip of the mooring mast, it is 1,248 feet in height, or 
more than four city blocks. It is more than 200 feet 
taller than the Chrysler building, which ranks second; 
253 feet higher than the Eiffel tower in Paris; 331 feet 
above the building of the Bank of Manhattan and 
nearly 500 feet higher than the Woolworth building, 
which only a few years ago aroused the awe of mil- 
lions of Americans for the architectural and engineer- 
ing genius which it represents. 


The cubic contents of the New Empire State em- 


braces 37,000,000 cubic feet. It has 2,158,000 square 
feet of rentable area, which houses 25,000 tenants and 
a floating population of visitors estimated at 40,000 
daily. The frame called for 60,000 tons of steel, and 
the weight on each Individual column is in excess of 
10,000,000 pounds. By way of comparison, it is point- 
ed out the steel in the Empire State would be suf- 
ficient to build a double track railroad 
from New 


York City to Saratoga. More than 17,000,000 feet of 
telephone wire and cable were used in the building, 
10,000,000 bricks, 200,000 cubic feet of stone, and 930 
tons of exterior chrome nickel steel and aluminum. 


The magnitude of the engineering job connected 


with the'building of the Empire State evokes renewed 
admiration. It is truly one of the most remarkable 
exploits of an amazing age.

THE FAMILY DOCTOR. 


. Honor was paid Thursday night by the Red Willow 
County Medical society at McCook to Dr. Z. L. Kay, 
eighty-two years old, who has been a practicing phy- 
sician for fifty-seven years and is still busy in his 
profession. For nearly forty*-seven years he has prac- 
ticed in McCook and it is stated that he has attended 
over 2.000 maternity cases, some of them being in 
the second and third generation of the same family. 


One must believe that the venerable McCook phy- 


sician must have been blessed with an unusually rug- 
ged physique to begin -with, else he -would not still 
be able to minister to the ills and indispositions of 
the men, women and children of Red Willow county. 
For few soldiers In the most terrible of -wars have 
been compelled to •withstand greater hardships than 
those endured by the country physician of early days. 
And it must be remembered that forty-seven years 
ago McCook was pretty much of a frontier town, while 
the country around It -was rough and sparsely settled. 


But the family physician was ever subject to call, 


and no night was too dark or stormy for him to re- 
spond to the summons of suffering. The roads were 
execrable, but no matter how bad they were his sturdy 
team got him to his destination some way, and there 
he remained as long as he could be of service, the 
soul of sympathy, a real ministering ang«J. It is not 
to be •wondered at that people loved the old time 
family physician. Few of them ever attained •wealth, 
for they were too busy helping others to look after 
their own business. 


But these old time doctors almost Invariably be- 


came leaders in their communities, for in the smaller 
places they were among the few highly educated peo- 
ple. Furthermore, they knew the problems of their 
neighbors and these -were handled with a sympa- 
thetic touch impossible upon the part of others. They 
had little or no time for post graduate work, but they 
kept posted as far as possible and learned by experi- 
ence, and above all. they had the confidence and the

Shaker Conoly to Move. 


(Boston Globe.) 


Alfred, county seat of York county, 
Maine is to lose its Shaker colony, 
which is moving up to Sabbath Day 
Lake, three miles from 
Poland 
Spring, to join the settlement in 
that town. 


Shaker Village, although in the 
town of Alfred, has for more than 
a century conducted its own affairs, 
at one time boasting of more than 
300 residents, a schoolhouse, work- 
shops, church, dairy buildings, laun- 
dry dining room salesrooms- and 
other property. In this settlement 
there has been as many as thirty 
or forty buildings. 
Some of the 
buildings have been destroyed by 
fire and the colony has dwindled 
down to about thirty-five persons. 


Eler Henry Green, who has been 
in charge for many years, is well 
known all over New England. He 
has traveled by horse, selling fancy- 
articles manufactured by the sistsrs 
of the colony, and in recent years 
bv automobile. The kind old gen- 
tleman, who is loved and respected 
by all, will be 87 years old in May. 
He is in good health now with the 
exception of lameness. The elder 
has been obliged to give up active 
work, which is now being earned 
on by Eva Libby and Harriet Col- 
bath, known as trustees. 
The colony dates back to John 
Cotton, who moved to Alfred in 1781. 
He married Eleanor Coffin, the 
daughter of Simeon Coffin. At the 
time Johi moved into the town 
there was a great religious stirring 
which served to draw a group of re- 
vivalists tosether. They had no 
established leader at this time, but 
were sometimes visited by Benjamin 
Randall of New Durham. N. H.. and 
Father Tingley. as he was called, 
both ministers. The -village was or- 
ganized in 1793. 
Shaker Village is about two miles 


from the Boston & Maine railroad 
station. The land, which consisted 
of 1.200 acres at one time, is mostly 
situated on verv elevated ground, 
called Shaker Hill. There are about 
twenty buildings. The houses gen- 
erally" have the appearance of old- 
fashioned farmhouses, and most o* 
them are more than 100 years old. 
but have been kept in eood order. 
A larce house, having something of 
the apoearance of a neat country 
inn. is the "Trustees' Office." Here 
business is transacted and visitors 
received. 
The largest building in the village 
is the dwelling house, a large 3-story 
'structure, perhaps 100 feet long. 
bmaclMde to the street and havine 
two front, doors, -wide anart. It is 
«surmounted by an open belfry, and 
] a larcc bell calls the neople upin 


i the morning and to their meals. The 


j prayer or conference meetings arc 


also held here. In the rear of the 
dwelling house is quite a. large build- 
ing, called the infirmary, where the 
aged and sick are kept, •with at- 
tendants to take care of them. Other 
buildings serve as laundry, store- 
house a. naint shop and carpenter's 
shop, and one as lounging place for 
the older men. 


Oposite the dwelling is a church 


edifice, an old-fashioned building, 
broadside to the street. When the 
hour for commencing Sunday serv- 
ices arrives, the doors of the dwell- 
ing open and the Shakers and sis- 
ters pass out simultaneously, two by 
two, with slow and solemn step, 
making«two rjarallel lines across the 
street to the meeting house. 


. Loafers and I/oiterers. 


(New York Times) 
Let us be consoled. There Is still 
a little freedom left. Of all places 
in the world the Territory of Hawaii 
is the last that we should have sus- 
pected of interfering with the few 
remains of paradisaic privilege. Yet 
a statute of that Territory makes 
guilty of a misdemeanor "any per- 
son who shall habitually loaf, loiter 
or idle upon any public street or 
highway or in any public place." 
The Circuit Court and the Supreme 
Court of the Territory declared the 
statute unconstitutional. The Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in California 
has just affirmed their judgment. 
So long as people do no wrong, 
and do not injure the rights of oth- 
ers or interfere with the order of 
the community, they have a right to 
pursue happiness by loafing, loiter- 
ing, idling. Look at the 3.000,000 
people who are expected to visit 
California this year. They go there 
to loaf, loiter, idle. The multitudes 
who go to summer resorts and win- 
ter resorts, seek the shore or the 
mountains, "are at best little more 
than idlers or loafers." What is day- 
light-saving time for but to enlarge 
the hours 
of idlers, loafers and 
loiterers? What is to be done with 
the army ot the unemployed? It 
cannot trespass on private property. 
It must show itseirin public places 
to look for work or to loiter till it 
gets work. 
The court specially referred to one 


of the greatest advantages of urban 
life, "to loiter before shop win- 
dows." Children love to loiter on 
their way to and from school. Must 
they be made misdemeanants? Shall 
the sitters on park benches, the 
crancrs of necks at airships, friends 
meeting on the street, be haled to 
the clink? Xo: the right to idle. 
loiter and loaf is one of "the inalien- 
able rights of the citiscn to do 
what lie will and -when he will so 
long as his course of conduct is 
not" inimicable to himself or l-o ihc

QUESTION*. 
Should ii woman confess to her 


future husband any moral offenses 
of which she has been guilty prior 
to meeting him, and if so, should 
not the MUMC requirement be made 
of the future husband? On the other 
hand, is not the confession likely to 
become the ground for quarreling 
after marriage? 


ANSWER. 
This question crops up about once 


a month. I answer it because it is 
the normal expectation of those 
contemplating marriage that each 
party has kept the law of chastity. 
Notwithstanding modern radicals to 
the contrary, illicit sexual relations 
mean that the precious possession, 
of personal purity has been sur- 
rendered. Therefore to conceal the 
surrender involves lies and decep- 
tion. 
I am convinced that no man or 


woman should marry with such a 
guilty 
secret 
gnavung 
at 
their 
hearts. If it is revealed after mar- 
riage the peace of the home is very 
likely to be wrecked. Better by far 
to have a confession before than a 
discovery after the knot has been. 
tied. 


From the strictly ethical stand- 


point, the man is as responsible for 
a clean life as the woman, and 
where the facts reauire it, frank ad- 
mission of wrong doing from her is 
more likely than concealment to 
evoke an equally frank confession 
from him. Then their course is 
clear, if they still elect to take each 
other for better or worse, there is 
no longer any just basis for future 
recrimination. 


But it has to be said that men 
are not as forgiving as women. 
Hence much depends on the pros- 
pective husband's disposition.' If he 
is generous and reasonable, he will 
agree to bury a regrettable past. If 
on the other hand he is mean and 
accusative, he is not be trusted 
either as a sweetheart or a life mate. 


Your painful question raises an- 
other: Why commit these moral of- 
fenses which cause such distress of 
conscience when the right man or 
woman comes into the picture? 
Surely it behooves every young per- 
son who is tempted to be morally- 
lax to reflect on the incipient hell 
he or she is creating, not only for 
one, but for two Individuals, and 
maybe more. The path of sexual 
abstinence is frequently a hard one 
to tread. But it is easy beyond de- 
scription C9mpared with the beguil- 
ing road 'leading to irremediable

Daylight Saving 


Time In Effect 
On Radio Today 


The radio broadcasting day begins 


one hour earlier lor the National 
and Columbia broadcasting com- 
panies and many of their associated 
stations effective today, when radio 
operates on daylicht saving time. 
Cities, advancing the hands of the 
clock to meet this change, receive 
network programs at the same time 
as at present, but listeners living; in 
cities and communities which ad- 
here to standard time are to find 
their programs broadcast one hour 
earlier than at present. 
There is now a two-hour division 


of time between the New York stu- 
dios and Lincoln. 
The change necessitates a re- 
arrangement 
of station KPAB's 
schedule. The Lincoln station divides 
time on a nationally cleared channel 
with WBBM of Chicago, which 
moves to a daylight schedule today.

Move Reduce Deviation 


Tolerance of Stations 


WASHINGTON, April 25—A move 
to make room lor ten additions 
channels in the broadcasting bane 
through reduction of the deviation 
tolerance of broadcasting stations 
from 500 cycles to 50 cycles, has been 
launched by the federal radio com- 
mission. 


The broadcasting stations under 
present regulations are permitted to 
deviate 500 cycles from allotted fre- 
quencies. The government's powerful 
monitor station at Grand Island 
Neb, keeps constant check to pre- 
vent broadcasters 
from N straying 


away from their assigned wave 
lengths. Beports from Grand Island 
in recent months show a steady in- 
crease in the number of stations 
well within their allotted frequen- 
cies. In February a, considerable 
percentage 
of them 
kept their 


deviation under 100 cycles. 
Believing that a reduction in the 
deviation tolerance could be accom- 
plished through greater care by the 
broadcasters, members of the com- 
mission and officials of the radio 
division of the commerce depart- 
ment are holding hearings on the 
proposal. 
Expert testimony is being taken 


from government and private radio 
engineers to determine if the plan 
is feasible. Reduction of the de-na- 
tion tolerance would permit broad- 
casting stations to be crowded closer 
together in the radio spectrum 
thereby making room for additional i

forecasts. 
"People have become used to 
hearing music without seeing the 
musicians by listening to the radio," 
he declared. "After all, the music 
is the important feature of a con- 
cert. Why should they want

see the machinery that produces 
it? We do not spend our time on 
an automobile trip watching 
the 


motor function." 


Plan New Music Temple. 


Stokowski's experiment with 
an 


invisible orchestra -will be one of 
the features of the Temple of 
Music, a magnificent structure de- 
voted to the arts which he hopes 
to see erected in Philadelphia in 
the next few years. Other features 
of the building -will be a sectional 
stage that can be raised or lowered 
in any part at will, scenery by 
means of lighting, latest acoustical 
principles of construction and a 
roof on which will be a bee-hive 
of dramatic and musical activity.

their sabbatical leave of absence 
from medical work in China, were 
guests of Nebraska Wesleyan dur- 
in'g the convocation hour April 23. 
Dr. Gentry who spoke oi condi- 
tions in China, graduated in 1919 
from Wesleyan, where he was a 
member of Phi Kappa Phi, and 
received his M. D. from thc Uni- 
versity of Nebraska medical school 
in 1924. Mrs. Gentry, the former 
Emily Marie Nystrcm, also grad- 
uated with the class of '19 and was 
a member of Phi Kappa Phi hon- 
orary society.
